Mediterranean Wildfires 
A huge fire raged on the 
PY slopes of Mount Vesuvius 
while other blazes 
destroyed hundreds of acres of 
woods in Sicily. Arsonists are 
blamed for more than half of the 
10,000 fires that have bummed dur- 
ing the last two months of hot, dry 
weather across the Italian penin- 
sula, Sicily and the isle of Capri. 

In Greece, large forest fires 
taged out of control in several parts 
of the country, including the slopes 
of Mount Olympus. Low clouds pre- 
vented Greek Air Force planes from 
dumping water on the mountain, the 
fabled home of ancient Greek gods. 

A massive blaze around Spain's 
Los Alcomocales nature reserve 
threatened an oil pipeline and black- 
ened 2,500 acres of one of the 
world’s largest cork-oak forests. 


Another Round 


As much as 10 inches of 
sige rain fell over already-satu-. 


rated ground in the Ameri- 
can Midwest, sending rivers and 
streams across central lowa well 
over their banks for the second time 
this summer. Des Moines residents 
faced yet another long period of 
clean-up just weeks after being able 
to retum to their homes. The city’s 
water treatment plant, knocked out 
of service following the disastrous 
floods of July 10-11, survived the 
new rains intact. 


Earthquakes 

Oil tankers and merchant 
Ka vessels were violently 

tossed in the Straits of 
Malacca when two quakes jolted the 
Indonesian island of Sumatra, caus- 
ing some panic but no damage. 
Earth movements were also felt in 
the Caspian Sea region, the Nico- 
bar Islands, eastern Romania, the 
Greek Islands, northern Burma,

Tropical Storms 


Typhoon Vernon drenched

Fierce winds from tropical storm 
Gert grounded fishing boats along 
Nicaragua's Atlantic shores, and its 
heavy rains forced Miskito Indians 
to evacuate their coastal villages. 


Typhoon Abe skirted the north- 
em Philippines before gaining 
strength and slamming into the Chi- 
nese coastline near Canton. Tropi- 
cal storm Becky was threatening far 
northern islands in the Philippines 
late in the week. 


Earthquakes 


One person was killed and 
KS] three others injured whena 

powerful temblor rocked a 
large area from southern Mexico to 
southwestern Guatemala. Rock 
slides blocked some roads in 
Guatemala, which was hit hardest 
by the quake. 


Earth movements were also felt 
in south-central Alaska, the Italian 
island of Lampedusa, northern Iran, 
Hokkaido, northern Peru, and along 
the coast of Venezuela. 


Wildfires 


Fires raged through old- 
PY growth forests in three 

national parks in south- 
eastern Brazil where more than 700 
acres of timber in Minas Gerais state 
have been destroyed. The Caraca, 
Vale do Rio Doce, and Joao Mole- 
vagem parks are sanctuaries for 
threatened plant species as well as 
jaguars, wolves, and precious hard- 
woodtrees such as the sicupira and 
jacaranda. The blazes were started 
by farmers clearing land for crops 
around the parks.

Fiery Invasion 


U.S. officials have been 
called in to help a remote 
Brazilian village on the 


banks of the Amazon cope with a 
dangerous invasion of fire ants. The 
siege began more than three years 
ago and almost everyone in Envira 
has been bitten repeatedly by the 
ants, which can inflict a pain much 
like a match burn. An army of mil- 
lions of the insects is believed to 
have built a supercolony under the 
town, which is dotted with thousands 
of anthills. The community may have 
to be abandoned if the ants can’t be 
controlled by insecticides. Ecologi- 
cal chaos caused by wholesale 
deforestation for farming is believed 
responsible for the fire ants becom- 
ing the only surviving species of 
ants. This has allowed its-explosive 
population growth around Envira 
and other parts of the Amazon.
